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The  Greatest  Lighthouse  in  the  World. 


The  above  is  a  good  picture  of  the  new  British  lighthouse — 
the  greatest  in  the  world — which  was  recently  completed  and  put 
in  operation  on  Kastnet  Rock,  off  the  southeast  corner  of  the 
coast  of  Ireland.  Fastnet  is  one  of  the  most  important  landmarks 
to  transatlantic  traffic,  constituting  as  it  does  the  first  and  last 
land  bearings  to  and  from  Europe. 

The  undertaking,  needless  to  say.  was  fratfght  with  great  diffi- 
culties and  dangers,  and  its  successful  achievement  therefore  is 
all  the  more  creditable  to  the  indomitable  builders.  It  has  won 
the  plaudits  of  the  world. 

The  lighthouse  was  described  briefly  in  our  November  num- 
ber, as  follows : 

•  Six  years  were  consumed  in  the  erection  of  this  greatest  of  life- 
saving  structures  at  a  total  cost  of  £84.000.  Owing  to  the  inac- 
cessible position  of  the  rock  and  the  great  danger  involved  in  ap- 
proaching, a  special  steamer  was  built  for  transshipping  the  build- 
ing material,  workmen  and  stores  from  the  mainland. 


The  base  of  the  lighthouse  consists  of  soiid  granite  and  sup- 
ports a  powerful  lantern  at  the  height-  of  159  feet  above  high 
water  mark.  Every  five  seconds  during  the  night  a  beam  of  light 
equal  to  750.000  candle  power  is  flashed  out  to  soa  for  the  guid- 
ance of  mariners. 

At  its  hase  the  tower  has  a  diameter  of  52  feet.  The  founda- 
tions are  20  feet  in  thickness,  comprising  thirteen  partial  rings' of 
masonry,  forming  a  facing  to  the  natural  rock.  The  whole  of  the 
stones  were  carefully  dovetailed  together  upon  the  dovetail  joggle 
system,  so  that  the  entire  structure  is  bonded  into  virtually  a 
monolith.  It  is  impossihle  for  any  stone  to  he  withdrawn  until 
the  whole  of  those  above  have  been  removed,  when  it  is  extracted 
in  a  vertical  direction. 

The  total  number  of  stones  used  in  the  huilding  of  the  tower 
is  2,074.  representing  a  net  cubic  content  of  58.0^3  feet  and  a 
weight  of  4.300  tons.  The  weights  of  the  individual  stones  range 
from  1  3-4  to  3  tons.  In  addition.  4.500  cubic  feet  of  small 
squared  blocks  were  used  in  filling  cavities  in  the  foundation.

RUNNING  MUNICIPAL  CARS  WITH  REFUSE. 

The  city  of  Nottingham  owns  two  destructors,  costing,  re- 
spectively, $39,000  and  $102,000.  The  latter  one  is  equipped 
with  electric  machinery  costing  $12,000,  connected  with  the, 
tramway  lines.  The  cost  of  wages  and  other  expenses  of  the 
destructors  averages  about  35  cents  a  ton  of  refuse  burned. 
The  average  quantity  of  electric  units  produced  is  44.23  per 
ton.  The  system  of  converting  refuse  into  electricity  works 
admirably  there,  and  is  a  saving  to  the  taxpayers.  Only  forty 
other  towns  in  the  country  use  anything  similar. 

Ashes,  kitchen  scraps,  and  house  refuse  receptacles  are 
placed  in  metal  barrels  or  large  iron  receptacles  at  the  rear  of 
I  the  premises,  in  accordance  with  the  practice  in  this  country, 
land  removed  weekly  by  city  employees.    The  total  weight  of 
the  refuse  is  about  1,500  tons  a  week.    It  is  carted  away  after 
being  collected  and  burned  in  the  two  destructors,  which  re- 
quire no  other  fuel  except  a  trifle  for  starting  the  fire  on  Mon- 
jdays.    Enough  steam  is  produced  by  the  destructors  to  pro- 
vide electricity  for  a  third  of  the  needs  of  the  tramway  system. 
Only  tin  cans  and  the  like  arc  separated  from  the  refuse  and 
sold'.    All  the  rest  is  used  as  fuel  for  the  production  of  elec- 
tricity. 

Besides  electricity  the  Nottingham  corporation  produces 
from  the  house  refuse  more  street-paving  stones  than  it  can 
use.  A  plant  connected  with  the  main  destructor  mixes  the 
clinkers  with  cement  and  places  the  composition  under  hy- 
draulic pressure.  The  artificial  bricks  thus  produced  are 
harder  than  stone  and  can  be  used  for  building  purposes  as 
well  as  street  paving.  The  engineer  in  charge  of  the  work 
claims  that  from  tests  made  the  paving  stones  thus  manu- 
factured will  wear  longer  than  any  similar  composition  now 
being  produced,  while  costing  but  half  the  price.  Another  de- 
structor, larger  than  either  of  the  two  now  operating,  is  con- 
templated by  the  city  authorities  of  Nottingham. 


MANCHESTER  AS  A  PORT. 

Manchester  is  situated  in  the  most  densely  populated  area 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  as  a  distributing  center  For  rail- 
way, as  well  as  canal  and  coaster  cargo,  is  unrivalled.  Man- 
LUCANIA  &  CAMPANIA  Chester  is  the  source  of  supply  for  at  least  173  interior  towns. 

620  Feet  Long.  30.C00  Horse  Power.  The    district    ill    which    these   towns    are    situated,   and  nearer 

to  Manchester  than  any  other  ocean  steamship  port,  is  10.000 
square  miles  in  extent  ami  contains  a  population  of  over  10.- 
500.000  people,  while  within  the  carting  radius  from  the  docks 
there  is  a  population  of  2.000.000. 

This  enormous  population  must  consume  a  very  large  quan- 
tity of  all  kinds  of  products,  and  the  supply  of  these  products 
caii  be  more  casilv  and  cheaply  drawn  from  Manchester  be- 
cause of  its  nearness,  which  makes  a  corresponding  reduction 
in  the  cost  of  transporting  commodities  to  their  final  destina- 
tion. The  canal  is  really  one  vast  dock,  thirty-six  miles  in 
length.  It  forms  the  terminal  port  for  seven  of  the  leading 
railways  of  the  United  Kingdom,  and  traffic  can  be  conveyed 
in  railway  wagons  between  the  loading  and  discharging  berths 
at  the  docks  and  other  places  on  the  Ship  Canal,  and  over  these 
railways  to  every  railway  station  in  Great  Britain.  The  Canal 
Company  itself  owns  forty  locomotives.  1.450  railway  wagons, 
the  sidings  to  accommodate  ().0D0  wagons,  with  12')  miles  of 
line,  of  which  sixty  miles  are  at  the  docks— direct  railway 
access  alongside  every  berth  in  the  port. 

Export  cargo  is  given  the  same  rapid  and  careful  handling 
as  import  cargo.  The  Dock  Estate  has  nine  docks,  and  covers 
t  40(V:>  acres,  including  a  water  space  of  120  acres, 
of  28f)t/,  acres,  six  and  one-half  miles  in  length. 
The  docks  vary  from  560  to  2.700  feet  in  Length,  and  from 
120  to  150  feet  in  breadth,  one  great  advantage  being  that 
vessels  can  move  from  one  to  another  irrespective  of  tide  or 
weather.  As  for  transit  sheds,  there  are  thirteen  single-floor 
and  twelve  five-floor,  fitted  with  all  the  most  modern  appli- 
ances, and  affording  every  protection  from  the  weather. 

Arrangements  have  also  been  completed  whereby  cargo  can 
he  transhipped  from  Manchester  in  regular  steamers  to  coast- 
wise ports— viz..  Belfast.  Dublin.  South  Wales.  London,  Clas- 
gOW,  etc..  also  to  the  Continent  and  over-sea  countries.  'Ibis 
can  be  done  cheaper  in  Manchester  than  in  Liverpool,  and  the 
difference  comes  in  the  less  handling  received  at  the  former 
place,  where  the  traffic  is  discharged  straight  into  the  Ship 
Railway  Company's  wagons  and  shunted  to  the  docks, 
handling  is  necessary  in  carting  from  dock  to  dock.

THERE  never  was,  nor  is  ever  likely  to  he,  a  belter  time  than 
the  present  to  put  to  practical  test  the  theory  that  labor  is  inde- 
pendent of  capital.  There  is  an  abundance  of  available  labor  in 
the  community,  and  precious  little  capital  going  about  seeking  to 
exploit  it,  so  it  would  seem  that  the  supreme  opportunity  of  the 
socialistic  workingman,  who  believes  that  he  can  profitably  em- 
ploy himself  without  the  aid  of  capital,  is  at  hand.  Thus  again  is 
it  proven  that  ''everything  comes  to  him  who  waits." 


HAD  as  graft  may  be  in  San  Francisco,  graft  in  Chicago  is  the 
limit.  Eastern  papers  tell  us  that:  "In  January.  1905,  Chicago 
was  visited  by  a  heavy  snowstorm  and  1,000  extra  laborers  were 
put  to  work  shoveling  snow.  It  was  discovered  a  couple  of  weeks 
ago  that  these  men  have  been  drawing  their  pay  for"  shoveling 
snow  ever  since,  the  only  change  being  that  in  July  last  the  num- 
ber was  increased  to  1,400.  Yes,  during  the  extremely  hot  days 
of  last  July  an  extra  400  men  were  put  to  work  in  Chicago  shov- 
eling snow." 


THINGS  arc  seldom  as  bad  as  they  seem,  and  most  people 
find  themselves  emerging  from  the  financial  disaster  with 
whole  skins.  Some  inconvenience,  even  hardship,  has  been 
experienced,  but  instances  of  absolute  ruin  have  been  few. 

The  men  who  bravely  faced  the  storm  and  went  ahead 
with  their  doings  have  fared  better  than  the  timorous  souls 
who  at  the  first  sign  of.  danger  ran  to  cover — as  is  ever  the 
case.  The  struggle  may  be  hard  for  those  w  ho  are  endeavor- 
ing to  keep  up,  hut  a  compensating  circumstance  is  that  there 
are  fewer  in  the  race. 


ACCORDING  to  dispatches  from  England.  Sir  Oliver  Lodge, 
who  discovered  a  method  of  dispelling  fog  by  means  of  an  electric 
current,  is  authority  for  the  statement  that  science  has  proved  the 
immortality  of  the  soul.  Nothing  that  ever  really  existed  can 
perish,  he  says,  but  merely  changes  its  form.  Therefore,  mind, 
memory,  consciousness,  love  and  all  the  other  manifold  activities 
can  never  vanish  into  nothingness.  Sir  Oliver  is  one  of  the  lead- 
ing English  physicists.  He  is  principal  of  the  university  of  Bir- 
mingham, ami  holds  honorary  degrees  from  nearly  all  of  the 
great  British  universities  for  his  educational  works,  of  which 
he  has  published  a  dozen  or  more. 


THE  interesting  news  comes  from  Ottawa  that  this  month  a 
meeting  of  the  representatives  of  all  Canadian  clubs  in  the  capital 
city  will  be  held  to  consider  Earl  Grey's  proposal  for  the  conver- 
sion of  the  Plains  of  Abraham  into  a  national  park  and  for  the 
erection  thereon  of  a  monument  to  commemorate  the  reconcilia- 
tion of  the  British  and  French  races  in  Canada.  The  conference 
will  devise  ways  and  means  by  which  the  Canadian  clubs  may 
raise  a  fund  of  $1,000,000  to  supplement  the  grants  of  the  federal 
and  provincial  governments. 


MR.  HEARST,  through  his  newspapers,  is  agitating  an 
alliance  between  Germany  and  America.  Among  the  "points 
in  common"  shared  by  the  two  peoples  he  finds  to  he  "our 
mutual  distrust  of  England." 

It  is  one  of  the  amusing  delusions  of  .Mr.  Hearst  that  he 
actually  thinks  he  is  the  L-nited  States.  The  distrust  he 
speaks  of  is  confined  to  himself  and  his  Fenian-Irish  following, 
if,  indeed,  it  exists  at  all. 

What  Mr.  Hearst  is  really  after  is  to  draw  public  attention 
from  his  own  inglorious  record  in  recent  American  events 
by  creating  a  new  excitement.  He  once  boasted  that  he  w  ould 
bring  on  war  with  Spain;  afterwards,  that  he  had,  hut  the 
trouble-maker  and  faker  has  been  exposed  and  the  day  of  his 
power  is  gone.  The  country  heeds  not  his  declamations,  as 
was  shown  conclusively  in  the  recent  elections. 


LET  it  once  and  forever  be  understood  that  when  a  man 
in  this  country  achieves  anything  praiseworthy  he  is  an  Amer- 
ican, no  matter  w  here  born.  He  is  the  product  of  American 
institutions  and  customs,  American  training  and  environment. 
When  a  foreign-born  citizen  shows  up  in  a  discreditable  light, 
loots  a  bank  or  something  of  that  sort,  he  is  not  an  American, 
not  a  product  of  American  institutions  and  customs.  American 
training  or  environment,  though  he  may  have  passed  three- 
fourths  of  his  life  in  this  country,  ami  learned  all  that  he 
knows  here.  He  is  a  wicked  foreigner — a  Scotsman,  an  Eng- 
lishman, a  German,  Italian — as  the  case  may  he. 

There  is  not  much  consistency  or  justice  in  this  view,  in 
our  way  of  thinking,  but  it  is  held,  by  prevailing  sentiment, 
to  be  the  proper  view,  and  so  we  suppose  there  is  no  use  in 
kicking  against  it. 


THERE  seems  to  be  at  least  one  conscientious  Roman  Catholic 
priest  in  the  United  States.  Rev.  Dr.  McDermott,  rector  of  St. 
Mary's  Roman  Catholic  Church,  Philadelphia,  refuses  to  recog- 
nize a  society  of  Irishmen  which  has  a  record  of  general  law  less- 
ness and  even  dark  murder. 

Father  McDermott  refused  to  permit  funeral  services  to  be  held 
in  his  church  over  the  remains  of  John  Daly,  a  parishioner,  be- 
cause a  Hibernian  lodge  had  been  invited  to  attend  the  obsequies. 
The  funeral  was  held  after  the  invitation  to  the  Hibernians  had 
been  revoked. 

Father  McDermott  in  explanation  for  his  refusal  said': 
"My  absolute  opposition  to  the  Ancient  Order  of  Hibernians  is 
based  on  my  knowledge  and  the  facts  in  my  possession  about  the 
Molly  Maguires,  which  I  got  directly  from  the  condemned  Molly 
Maguires  myself.  No  power  on  earth  will  ever  make  me  recede 
one  inch  from  my  stand  against  the  Hibernians,  f  have  given  my 
testimony  against  them,  and  what  I  said  was  true  and  is  true,  and 
I  cannot  compromise  on  it. 

"I  have  on  my  desk  a  memorandum  which  I  was  directed  to 
prepare,  presenting  the  facts  in  my  possession,  to  be  read  before 
the  third  plenary  council  in  Baltimore.  After  I  had  prepared  the 
document  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Corcoran,  I  was  called  before 
Archbishop  Ryan  here  and  asked  to  read  it  to  him.  1  le  de- 
clared that  it  contained  features  that  would  cause  one  of  the  great- 
est scandals  the  Catholic  church  had  ever  known,  and  informed 
me  he  would  use  his  influence  against  having  it  submitted  before 
the  council. 

"I  sent  the  memorial  to  Dr.  Corcoran,  regardless  of  Archbishop 
Ryan's  opposition  to  it,  but  through  the  influence  of  Cardinal 
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Gibbons  and  Archbishop  Ryan,  during  the  sessions  of  the  council 
in  Baltimore,  the  memorial  never  reached  the  council. 

"Archbishop  Ryan  and  a  number  of  other  prominent  clergymen 
are  aware  that  the  facts  I  have  in  my  possession  against  the  An- 
cient Order  of  Hibernians  are  true.  That  if  made  known  they  will 
cause  the  greatest  kind  of  a  scandal,  and  1  have  a  mind  to  give 
them  to  the  public." 

There  is  no  need  for  Father  McDermott  to  trouble  about  giving 
to  the  world  the  awful  truths  about  the  Molly  Maguires  and  their 
connection  with  the  Hibernians.  That  has  been  done,  long  ago, 
and  despite  the  efforts  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  the  facts  are 
believed. 


THE  action  of  the  District  Court  of  Appeals  in  reversing 
the  judgment  of  the  trial  court  and  freeing  Schmitz  and  Ruef 
from  the  charge  of  extortion  in  the  French  restaurant  cases, 
has  brought  disgust  to  the  community  and  discouragement 
to  the  prosecution.  W  hat's  the  use  of  trying  to  punish 
wnmg-doers  with  wealth  and  influence,  people  despairingly 
Cry.  And  well  they  may.  for  it  does  seem  to  he  a  hopeless 
task,  trying  to  bring  the  big  criminals  to  justice. 

it  has  been  said  that  there  is  no  law  on  our  statute  book  that 
cannot  be  proved  to  be  not  law.  And  so  it  seems.  It  is  only 
a  matter  of  having  money  and  influence  enough  to  take  a  case 
through  successive  courts.  Fault  will  be  found  with  lower 
court  proceedings  or  rulings,  or  as  a  last  resort  defects  will 
be  found  in  the  indictment. 

To  do  this,  of  course,  the  error  of  judges  has  to  be  shown, 
and  the  question  arises,  why  are  jurists,  who  designedly  or 
otherwise  make  these  mistakes  tolerated  on  the  bench?  Any 
other  official  would  be  removed  for  incompetence,  but  who- 
ever hears  of  a  trial  judge  being  brought  to  task?  Judges 
should  know  the  law.  if  it  is  to  be  known,  and  punished 
for  false  rulings  or  illegal  instructions.  For  by  the  avenue  of 
judicial  "errors"  too  many  wily  criminals  escape. 


(  INE  of  the  world's  great  men  is  lost  to  human  activities  in 
the  death  of  Lord  Kelvin.  In  the  words  of  Thomas  A.  Edison, 
his  friend  for  thirty-five  vears.  Lord  Kelvin  had  the  master 
mind  in  science.  "'First  of  all  he  was  great  as  a  mathematician, 
and  then  he  developed  into  the  greatest  of  scientists.  lie 
was  also  of  a  practical  turn,  and  the  application  he  made  of 
his  researches  enabled  the  human  race  to  make  rapid  strides. 
I  think  it  is  safe  to  say  that  he  gave  more  attention  to  such 
subjects  as  the  power  of  the  tides  and  the  pronerties  of  the 
crust  of  the  earth  than  any  other  scientist.  W  ith  his  great 
ability  as  a  mathematician,  he  compiled  the  results  of  his 
numerous  experiments  and  gave  to  ns  many  ol  the  funda- 
mental laws  of  science,  which  we  are  putting  to  practical  test 
in  our  every-dav  life." 

Lord  Kelvin's  name  lorcver  will  be  linked  with  the  laying 
of  the  Atlantic  cable,  lie  was  then  a  young  man.  and  was  at 
that  time  plain  William  Thomson,  lie  was  born  in  Belfast, 
Ireland,  in  1X24.  and  in  1855,  when  the  discussion  about  con- 
necting the  two  continents  with  a  metal  wire  was  hottest, 
he  was  only  .^1  years  of  aire.  From  1857  to  1858  and  from  1855 
to  1855  he  acted  as  electrician  of  the  Atlantic  cables,  inventing 
in  this  capacity  the  mirror  galvanometer  and  the  siphon  re- 
corder. Mis  achievements  in  connection  with  the  Atlantic 
cable  gave  him  a  world-wide  reputation,  so  that  many  other 
cable  services  next  claimed  his  attention,  notably  tin-  French 
Atlantic  in  1869.  the  Brazilian  and  River  Platte  in  1873,  the 
West  Indian  in  1X75.  and  the  Macka  v- 1  lennett  Atlantic  in  1X7'). 

When  tin'  utilization  of  the  water  power  of  Niagara  for 
manufacturing  purposes  was  first  discussed.  Sir  William 
Thomson  was  made  chairman  of  the  advisory  board  that  had 
the  matter  in  charge.  The  shinning  of  the  world  to-day  is 
steered  largely  by  "Thomson's  compass."  just  as  the  cables 
of  the  world  are  ruled  by  ".Thomson's  law."  Lord  Kelvin 
was  showered  with  honors  by  all  nations.  In  1856,  on  the 
successful  completion  of  the  Atlantic  cable,  he  was  knighted 
by  Queen  Victoria,  and  received  the  freedom  of  the  city  of 
(dasgow.  In  1X92  he  was  made  a  baron,  because  of  his 
services  to  mankind.

ROME  AND  THE  MARRIAGE  QUESTION. 

(California  Christian  Advocate.) 

Some  weeks  ago  we  commented  on  the  action  of  the  Holy 
See  in  drawing  the  line  on  the  legality  of  the  marriages 
solemnized  by  the  civil  authorities  and  by  the  Protestant 
clergy.  The  Monitor  of  this  city  puts  the  case  in  a  clear  and 
unmistakable  light.  It  states  the  case  as  follows:  "After 
Easter  next  such  marriages  in  Protestant  churches  or  registry 
offices  will  he  for  Catholics  not  only  sinful,  but  invalid,  and 
the  persons  who  contract  them  will  have  merely  gone  through 
an  empty  ceremony,  and  will  be  no  more  man  and  wife  after 
it  than  they  were  before.  Catholics,  therefore,  who  for  anv 
reason  or  pressure  of  circumstances,  might  be  tempted  into 
such  an  iniquitous  course,  must  be  duly  forewarned  of  their 
danger.  I!e  it  observed  that  this  law  binds  all  Catholics,  even 
apostate  or  excommunicated  Catholics.  Put.  on  the  other 
hand,  it  does  not  affect  those  who  are  not.  and  never  have 
been  Catholics."  h  is  due  to  say  that  the  interpretation  of 
the  edict,  the  Monitor  claims,  does  not  apply  to  the  Protestant 
or  non-Catholic  community.

The  public 
press  is  completely  muzzled.  Raster  will  pass  and  not  a  line 
of  protest  will  he  published.  The  law  of  the  United  States 
recognizes  that  the  Slates  have  the  right  to  enact  laws  regu- 
lating marriage,  but  Rome  attacks  the  validity  of  that  law  as 
it  applies  to  ten  millions  of  American  citizens. 


Edward  Ilanlan,  Canada's  famous  oarsman,  died  at  Toronto 
on  the  3d  inst..  from  pneumonia.  Ilanlan  was  born  in  To- 
ronto, July  12.  1X55,  and  earlv  evinced  a  fondness  for  rowing. 
Tlis  first  victory  in  a  shell  was  in  1873,  when  he  contested 
for  the  amateur  championship  of  Toronto  Bay  against  Wil- 
liams and  McKay.  In  1X74  he  defeated  Loudon  of  Toronto 
for  the  championship  of  Burlington  Bay.  and  at  the  same  re- 
gatta was  one  of  the  winning  double-scullers  in  the  two-mile 
race.  In  1X75  he  again  defeated  Loudon  in  a  mile  race.  Vic- 
tory followed  victory,  and  after  defeating  all  Canadian  oars- 
men he  rowed  in  1876  during  the  Centennial  exhibition  in 
Philadelphia.  In  the  contest  between  the  professional  oarsmen 
in  the  Centennial  regatta  he  carried  everything  before  him. 
September  <>  he  rowed  the  final  heat  for  the  championship 
against  Bragley  of  St.  John,  defeating  his  and  lowering  his 
record  to  21.09,  which  was  the  best  time  then  on  record  for  a 
three-mile  race.  By  the  breaking  of  an  outrigger  Ilanlan  was 
defeated  by  Plaisted  at  the  Silver  Pake  regatta,  Boston,  June 
13,  1X77.  ami  (  Ictober  3  of  the  same  year  the  famous  race  be- 
tween Ilanlan  and  Charles  E.  Courtnev  was  rowed  at  La- 
chine  on  the  St.  Lawrence  river.  The  distance  was  five  miles 
and  the  purse  $X,000.  Ilanlan  winning  by  a  length  and  a  half. 
That  year  he  defeated  all  the  famous  oarsmen  in  America,  and 
in  1878  set  sail  for  England,  where  his  lucky  star  did  not  desert 
him.    For  vears  Ilanlan  was  regarded  bv  scullers  as  invincible. 
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NOTED  PERSONS  DISTURBED  IN  DEATH.

Good  Frend  for  Jesus  sake  forbeare, 
To  digg  the  Dust  enclosed  I  feare  : 
lllest  be  ye  Alan  yt  spares  thes  stones 
And  Curst  he  he  yt  moves  my  hones. 
P(  ssibly,  on  account  of  this  epitaph  which  Shakespeare  had 
inscribed  above  his  grave  in  the  church  of  Stratford-on-Avon 
and  which  it  would  need  a  hold  man  to  disregard  now.  the 
ashes  of  the  great  dramatist  have  been  more  fortunate  than 
those   of   many   distinguished   men.     Despite   our  inherent 
horror  of  disturbing  the  dead  and  our  respect  for  the  grave  as 
consecrated  ground,  changed  conditions,  and,  in  some  cases, 
mere  curiosity,  have  made  the  list  of  celebrities  whose  bones 
have  been  moved  a  long  one. 

History  shows  that  in  securing  immunity  for  one's  grave, 
neither  the  lapse  of  centuries  nor  past  greatness  is  of  any  avail. 
It  is  on  record  that  in  the  chaos  of  the  end  of  tin-  ninth  cen- 
tury a  pope  had  the  body  of  his  predecessor  dug  from  the 
tomb,  dressed  it  in  its  pontifical  vestments,  and  had  it  tried 
and  condemned  by  a  synod.  The  hideous  mockery  terminated 
only  when  the  mutilated  body  was  thrown  into  the  Tiber. 

Equally  brutal  was  the  treatment  given  to  Cromwell's  body 
when  the  Restoration  brought  Charles  11  hack  to  England 
and  the  cavaliers  to  power.  Cromwell  had  directed  that  his 
interment  be  in  Westminster  Abbey,  and  every  effort  was 
made  to  have  his  funeral  as  impressive  as  that  of  any  crow  ned 
king.  The  attempt,  however,  was  not  altogether  successful. 
In  his  famous  diary  John  Evelyn  notes: 

"It  was  the  joyfullest  funeral  that  ever  I  saw,  for  there 
were  none  that  cried  but  dogs,  w  hich  the  soldiers  hooted  away 
with  as  barbarous  noise,  drinking,  and  taking  tobacco  in  the 
streets." 

On  the  eve  of  January  M),  1661,  the  bodies  of  Cromwell, 
Ireton  and  the  regicide  Bradshaw  were  dug  from  their  graves. 
The  next  day  they  were  dragged  to  Tyburn  and  hanged  with 
their  faces  to  Westminster  Mall,  where  they  had  sentenced 
Charles  to  death.  The  corpses  were  buried  at  the  foot  of  the 
gallows,  w  here  Connaught  Square  is  now.  and  the  heads,  im- 
paled on  pikes,  remained  for  years  above  the  entrance  of 
W  estminster  I  [all. 

After  many  years  a  high  w  ind  carried  the  head  of  the  Lord 
Protector  down.  A  soldier  made  ofl  with  it.  and  in  \77'>  it 
was  on  exhibition  in  (  >ld  Bond  street.  A  private  family  is 
now  in  possession  of  the  ghastly  relic — the  features  so  well 
preserved  that  the  large  wart  over  one  eye  which  was  so 
noticeable  in  life  is  still  plainly  visible. 

The  bones  of  Wyclif  were  treated  in  much  the  same  wax- 
by  the  Council  of  Constance,  in  1414.  though  there  was.  in 
his  case,  more  of  ceremony  and  less  of  mere  hatred.  The  re- 
mains of  the  English  reformer  were  burned  and  the  ashes 
thrown  into  a  brook,  which,  of  course,  ultimately  emptied 
into  the  ocean. 

"Thus,"  says  one  writer,  "the  ashes  of  W  yclif  are  the  em- 
blem of  his  doctrine,  which  now  is  dispersed  all  the  world 
over." 

The  year  that  Xapoleon  died  the  bodv  of  Major  John  Andre 
was  taken  back  to  England.  Andre  had  been  buried  in  a  field 
close  to  the  spot  where  he  had  been  hanged  as  a  spv,  and 
the  grave  was  marked  by  two  small  cedars  and  by  a  peach 
tree  planted  at  its  head.  Some  of  the  newspapers  bad  de- 
clared that  "any  honor  paid  Major  Andre's  remains  was  cast- 
ing an  imputation  on  General  Washington  and  the  officers  who 
tried  him."  Such  logic  as  this  had  so  stirred  some  ultra 
patriotic  citizens  of  Tappan  that  when  Mr.  Buchanan,  the 
British  consul  in  Xew  York,  arrived  there  to  exhume  the 
body  quite  a  crowd  was  prepared  to  express  its  emphatic 
disapproval. 

Argument  being  obviously  of  no  avail.  Buchanan  told  the 
little  mob  that  it  was  an  Irish  custom  to  drink  spirits  before 
visiting  a  grave  and  that  this  custom  he  always  observed. 
In  a  few  minutes  the  crowd  was  too  much  occupied  with 
the  Irish  custom  to  annoy  Buchanan,  and  the  consul  proceeded 
with  his  task'. 

The  lid  of  the  coffin  was  found  to  he  broken  and  the  roots 
of  the  peach'tree  had  entwined  themselves  completely  around 
the  skull.  The  hones  were  taken  to  a  house  near  by,  whence, 
warned  of  rumors  that  the  body  would  be  flung  into  the  river, 
Buchanan  was  obliged  to  carry  off  the  coffin  like  a  thief  in 
the  night,  driving  twenty-four  miles  to  Xew  York. 


The  body  of  Ben  Jonson  has  been  especially  unfortunate. 
Having  obtained  a  grant  of  "eighteen  inches  of  square  ground" 
in  the  Abbey,  the  poet  was  said  to  have  been  buried  there  in 
an  upright  position  with  the  famous  epitaph,  "0  Rare  lien 
Jonson,"  over  his  head.  In  184°  a  new  grave  was  being  dug 
close  by  when  loose  sand  poured  in  and  the  clerk-  saw  : 

"The  two  leg  bones  of  Jonson  fixed  bolt  Upright  in  the  sand 
as  though  the  body  had  been  buried  in  the  upright  position, 
and  the  skull  came  rolling  down  among  the  sand,  from  a  posi- 
tion above  the  leg  bones,  to  the  bottom  of  the  newly  made 
grave.    There  was  still  hair  upon  it  and  it  was  of  a  red  color." 

Another  poet  has  suffered  in  much  the  same  manner.  The 
skull  ot  Alexander  Pope  is  now  in  a  private  museum.  (  m 
some  occasion  the  coffin  was  opened  and  a  phrenologist  gave 
-£50  to  the  sexton  to  be  allowed  to  take  the  skull  home  over 
night.  In  the  morning  another  skull  was  substituted  and  the 
poet's  deposited  in  the  phrenologist's  museum. 

(  Hher  kings  than  Charlemagne  have  had  their  slumbers 
broken.  Since  the  coffin  of  Edward  the  Confessor  was  placed, 
on  January  6.  1066,  before  the  high  altar  of  Westminster 
Abbey,  it  has  been  opened  for  one  purpose  or  another  three 
times.  Venerated  as  the  last  lineal  descendant  of  Cedric, 
Edward  was  buried  in  his  full  regalia,  the  crown  on  his  head, 
the  gold  crucifix  in  his  hand,  and  the  pilgrim's  ring,  said  to 
have  belonged  to  St.  John,  on  his  finger. 

It  was  thus  that  the  body  was  found  when  Bishop  Gundulf 
opened  the  coffin  thirty  years  later  and  plucked  a  hair  from 
the  dead  king's  long  white  beard.  The  coffin  was  opened 
again  when  Edward  was  canonized  in  1163,  and  the  body  of 
the  saint  was  then  found  to  be  in  complete  preservation. 

Abbot  Laurence,  however,  was  harder  to  satisfy  than  <  run- 
dulf.  From  the  dead  man's  finger  he  took  the  ring  of  St. 
John,  depositing  it  in  the  abbey  treasury  as  a  relic,  and  the 
vestments  in  which  the  corpse  was  wrapped  were  made  into 
three  magnificent  copes.  Another  century  passed  and  then 
Henry  111  had  the  coffin  opened,  when  he  removed  it  to  the 
east  of  the  high  altar,  w  here  it  has  since  remained. 

Equally  troubled  has  been  the  repose  of  Edward  I.  For 
three  hundred  years  the  body  of  Edward  was  left  in  the  tomb 
in  peace.  Then  the  Society  of  Antiquarians  opened  the  coffin 
in  1771.  The  king  was  lying  in  his  royal  robes,  the  "long 
shanks"  from  which  he  derived  his  nickname,  covered  with 
a  cloth  of  gold.  Six  feet  two  inches  was  the  dead  man's 
height.  Lean  and  straight  as  he  was,  Edward  I  must  have 
been  an  imposing  figure. 

(  )nly  two  other  kings  of  England — James  I  and  Charles  [— 
have  been  exhumed.  Their  coffins  were  opened  for  the  pur- 
pose of  identification.  James  had  the  body  of  his  mother, 
Mary  Queen  of  Scots,  taken  from  Fotheringay  to  Westminster, 
but.  on  the  whole,  the  royal  family  of  England  has  been  little 
disturbed. 

If  one  passes  from  secular  history  to  the  legends  of  the 
saints,  the  exhumations  become  innumerable.  It  is,  tradition 
asserts,  on  account  of  an  attempt  to  remove  the  body  of  St. 
'Swithin  that  we  owe  the  prediction: 

St.  Swithun's  day.  if  thou  dost  rain, 

For  forty  days  it  will  remain: 

St.  Swithun's  day,  if  thou  be  fair. 

For  forty  days  'twill  rain  na  mair. 
St.  Swithin,  chiefly  notable  for  his  mildness  an  1  humility, 
ordered  that  he  should  not  be  buried  in  his  cathedral  of 
Winchester,  but  in  a  "vile  and  unworthv  place"  among  the 
common  people  in  the  churchyard.  This  the  monks  could  not 
bring  themselves  to  consider  right,  and  mi  one  July  15,  they 
attempted  to  move  the  body  of  the  bishop  into  the  cathedral. 
But  on  that  day  and  for  forty  days  thereafter  it  rained  so 
hard  that  they  finally  recognized  in  the  weather  the  anger  of 
the  saint  and  abandoned  their  idea. 

Apparently,  however,  the  good  saint  changed  his  mind  hall 
a  century  or  so  later,  for  his  remains  were  then  brought  into 
the  cathedral,  and,  instead  of  manifesting  any  displeasure,  two 
hundred  miraculous  cures  were  credited  to  him  in  ten  days.

The  Victoria  (B.  C.)  team  defeated  the  Stanford  University 
team  on  the  4th  inst.  in  the  international  Rugby  football  game 
by  the  score  of  12  to  3. 

Sir  Evelyn  Wood,  hero  of  the  Crimea  and  the  Indian  Mutiny, 
has  been  appointed  Colonel  of  Royal  Horse  Guards,  in  suc- 
cession to  Lord  Wolseley. 

In  the  recent  municipal  by-elections  at  Leeds.  England, 
the  Socialist  candidates  were  badly  beaten.  In  fact,  every- 
where in  Great  Britain  the  workingmen  have  repudiated  so- 
cialism at  the  polls. 

The  British  Parliament,  it  is  stated,  will  be  opened  by  the 
King  in  state  on  Tuesday,  January  28.

The  Midland  Railway  of  England  now  has  one  of  the  longest 
regular  no-stop  runs  in  the  world,  from  London  to  Leeds,  a 
distance  of  196  miles,  which  is  covered  at  a  speed  of  52  miles 
an  hour. 

India  now  has  4,835,947  acres  of  irrigated  land  in  the  Pun- 
jab, an  increase  of  453.561  acres  in  one  year.  The  crops  arc 
mainly  wheat,  sugar  cane,  grain  and  winter  oilseeds. 

By  order  of  King  Edward  the  Bull  Inn  at  Shernborne.  a 
village  on  the  Sandringham  estate,  has  been  turned  into  a 
club  for  the  use  of  the  villagers. 

Dr.  Alexander  Graham  Bell  has  just  achieved  a  signal  suc- 
cess at  Halifax  in  the  successful  flight  of  his  first  airship,  the 
(  ygnet. 

Australia  has  taken' the  first  step  in  offering  "preference"  to 
the  United  Kingdom  as  a  bid  for  British  duties  on  foreign 
goods  competing  with  Australian  goods  in  the  British  market. 

The  death  has  occurred  of  Admiral  Sir  Leopold  McClintock 
ol  the  P.ritish  Navy.  McClintock  was  made  a  Commander  in 
1851,  and  in  1852  was  put  in  command  of  the  Intrepid,  one  of 
the  five  vessels  sent  to  the  Arctic  under  Sir  Edward  Belcher. 
In  1854  he  was  made  a  Captain,  and  took  command  of  the 
Pox,  in  which  he  sailed  to  the  Arctic  seas,  where,  on  the  shores 
of  King  William's  Land,  he  discovered  the  record  of  the  death 
of  Sir  John  Franklin  and  of  the  fate  of  his  men  and  ships. 

A  movement  is  on  foot  in  British  musical  circles  to  organize 
a  choir  of  250  mixed  voices  to  participate  in  the  forthcoming 
international  eisteddfod  to  be  held  in  Royal  Albert  Hall.  Lon- 
don, in  July  next. 

A  project  is  under  consideration  for  connecting  Ceylon 
with  India  by  a  railroad  across  Adam's  Bridge  and  the  shal- 
low bodies  of  water  that  lie  between  Rameswaram.  on  the 
Indian  coast,  and  Talliamanar.  at  the  northern  end  of  Cevlon. 

The  official  figures  issued  at  Yarmouth.  England,  of  the 
season's  herring  catch  show  that  all  records  have  been  broken 
Xo  fewer  than  630,000.000  fish  have  been  landed. 

Aiming  a  blow  at  African  slavery,  Mr.  \V.  A.  Cadburv  has 


informed  the  Portuguese  planters  that  he  and  those  for  whom 
he  speaks  will  not  buy  any  cocoa  that  is  not  produced  by 
absolutely  free  labor. 

King  Edward,  Queen  Alexandra  and  the  Prince  of  Wales 
have  each  promised  to  present  a  gold  cup  for  competition  in 
the  International  Horse  Show  in  London  this  year.  Each  of 
the  cups  will  be  valued  at  about  £1.000. 

It  has  been  semi-orhcially  announced  that  King  Edward 
and  (Jueen  Alexandra  will  visit  Canada  this  year,  on  the 
occasion  of  the  third  centennial  of  the  landing  of  Champlain 
near  the  site  of  the  city  of  Quebec. 

Nairobi  has  been  made  the  administrative  center  of  British 
East  Africa  instead  of  Mombasa,  a  change  which  may  have 
some  influence  on  the  trend  of  trade,  the  new  capital  being 
more  habitable  for  Europeans. 

Cambridge  is  to  lose  one  of  her  most  brilliant  and  best- 
known  graduates.  Dr.  James  George  Frazer,  the  author  of 
the  "Golden  Bough."  now  becomes  professor  of  anthropology 
at  the  University  of  Liverpool. 

Extensive  beds  of  lobsters  are  to  be  planted  soon  in  the 
waters  of  British  Columbia,  and  it  is  expected  that  in  four  or 
five  years  the  lobster-taking  industry  will  be  established  on 
a  large  scale. 

The  Bell  Telephone  system  in  Manitoba  has  been  purchased 
by  the  Government.  The  price  paid  was  $3,300,000.  The 
Government  will  assume  control  January  15.  The  system  will 
be  operated  by  a  commission. 

King  Edward  has  conveyed  his  congratulations  to  John 
Xeedham,  the  oldest  bellringer,  who.  now  °5  years  of  age,  has 
rung  the  Barwell  (Leicester)  bells  for  three  coronations  since 
he  began  at  the  age  of  ten. 

When  Alfred  Stevens  designed  the  noble  monument  to  the 
Duke  of  Wellington  in  St.  Paul's  Cathedral.  London,  he  in- 
tended that  his  work  should  be  crowned  by  an  equestrian 
statue.  But  Stevens  died  before  his  design  was  carried  out. 
Now.  thirty-two  years  after  his  death,  the  equestrian  statue 
has  been  completed  and  soon  will  be  placed  in  position. 

The  world's  oldest  Odd  bellow.  Thomas  Sturgess.  has 
passed  away  in  England  in  his  ('uth  year.  Me  joined  the  Mar- 
quis of  Anglesey  Lodge  on  April  15.  1830.  and  at  the  time  of 
his  death  was  No.  1  of  the  Manchester  United  Order. 

According  to  an  exchange  an  unusual  flag  flies  over  Andrew 
Carnegie's  Scottish  mansion,  Skibo  Castle.  It  has  the  Union 
Jack  on  one  side  and  the  Stars  and  Stripes  on  the  other.  It 
is  formed  of  two  flags  of  identical  size  secured  together. 

Sir  Frederick  Bridge  will  visit  Canada  in  April,  and  con- 
duct, under  Dr.  Harriss'  auspices,  a  series  of  performances 
throughout  the  Dominion  on  English  cathedral  music.  Church 
choirs  and  choral  societies  in  Canada  will  be  invited  to  pre- 
pare, and  sing  under  Sir  Frederick,  the  master  works  from 
three  centuries  of  cathedral  composers. 

Three  large  and  handsome  steamships  of  6,000  tons,  the 
largest  refrigerator  steamers  in  the  world,  are  building  at  Bel- 
fast for  the  United  Fruit  Company.  Luxurious  accommoda- 
tion for  100  saloon  passengers  will  be  a  feature,  including 
several  cabins  de  luxe  with  bath,  gymnasium,  etc.  They  will 
be  named  Carthago,  Heredie  and  Parismina.  and  will  probably 
go  into  commission  next  summer. 

A  London  landmark  that  its  owner  will  not  allow  to  be  dis- 
turbed is  the  Canonbury  Tower,  which  is  owned  by  the  Mar- 
quis of  Northampton.  Here  lived  Ephraim  Chambers,  the 
originator  of  the  modern  encyclopedia.  Speaker  Onslow  of 
the  Georgian  era  lived  here  for  a  time,  and  so  did  Woodfall. 
the  printer  of  the  famous  "Junius"  letters.  Mr.  Newberry, 
another  publisher,  occupied  the  place  for  a  time,  and  was 
succeeded  by  Oliver  Goldsmith. 

Patriotic  Americans  are  in  a  movement  to  restore  Purleigh 
Church  in  Essex,  England,  an  ancient  and  much  decayed  struc- 
ture, as  a  memorial  to  George  W  ashington.  Lawrence  Wash- 
ington, great-great-grandfather  of  General  Washington,  was 
rector  of  this  church  from  1632  to  1643.  The  family  records 
show  bevond  doubt  that  he  was  the  father  of  John  Washing- 
ton, the  first  of  the  Washington  family  to  emigrate  to  Virginia. 

Uarland  &  Wolff  of  Belfast  are  evidently  determined  not 
to  allow  Belfast's  reputation  as  a  shipbuilding  center  to  be 
eclipsed,  either  by  the  Tyne  or  the  Clyde.  The  firm  are  very 
considerably  extending  their  works,  in  several  branches.  Very 
soon  the  construction  of  the  mammoth  liners  for  the  White 
Star  and  Hamburg-Amerika  lines  will  begin. 

After  spending  three  months  traveling  in  Manitoba  and 
Saskatchewan  in  search  of  traces  of  the  prehistoric  mound 
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builders,  Prof.  Henry  Montgomery  of  the  University  of  To- 
ronto has  decided  that  this  mysterious  race  inhabited  the 
continent  as  far  north  as  140  miles  above  the  international 
boundary  line.  Mr.  Montgomery,  who  has  devoted  25  years  to 
the  study  of  mound  builders  and  cliff  dwellers,  savs  lie  be- 
lieves the  mound  builders  were  related  to  the  cliff  dwellers  of 
New  Mexico  and  Arizona,  and  to  the  Aztecs  of  Mexico. 

A  world-famous  geologist  recently  died  in  the  person  of  Sir 
James  Hector,  late  Director  of  the  Geological  Survey  of  New 
Zealand  and  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  New  Zealand.  A 
son  of  an  Edinburgh  writer  to  the  Signet,  he  was  born  in 
1834,  and  was  educated  at  Edinburgh  Academy  and  at  the 
University,  where  he  took  the  degree  of  M.  1).  in  1856.  In 
the  following  year  he  was  selected  by  Sir  Roderick  Murchison 
to  accompany  the  Palliser  exploring  expedition  to  British 
North  America  as  surgeon,  geologist  and  naturalist. 

During  the  trials  of  the  ocean-going  destroyer  Ghurka,  built 
by  Messrs.  Hawthorn,  Eesie  &  Co.  of  Newcastle,  the  vessel 
maintained  a  speed  over  six  hours  of  33.91  knots.  The  highest 
speed  on  measured  miles- was  34  1-4  knots.  (  >n  a  run  from 
Sheerness  to  the  Tyne,  the  other  day,  the  Ghurka  covered  the 
distance  in  ten  hours,  which  is  faster  than  the  journey  could 
be  accomplished  by  rail.  The  Ghurka  is  engined  with  Par- 
song  turbines,  and  burns  oil  fuel. 

The  first  of  the  three  battleships  to  be  built  by  Britain  this 
year  has  been  commenced  at  Portsmouth.  The  second  of  the 
class  is  to  be  begun  at  Devonport,  February  being  mentioned 
as  the  date.  Tenders  for  the  third  have  been  invited  from 
selected  shipbuilding  firms,  but  she  is  not  likely  to  be  laid 
down  till  February.  Difficulty  in  obtaining  high  tensile  steel 
appears  to  be  one  of  the  causes  of  delay  in  the  ships  which 
are  to  be  built  in  the  dockyards. 

The  purchase  by  the  British  Admiralty  of  the  motor-driven 
torpedo  boat,  built  and  successfully  tested  last  winter  by 
Messrs.  Yarrow,  must  be  regarded  as  an  official  indorsement 
of  a  new  type  of  fighting  craft.  The  small  size  of  these  boats 
would  enable  them  to  form  part  of  the  boat  equipment  of 
battleships  and  cruisers.  The  earlier  attempts  to  carry  tor- 
pedo boats  on  warships  failed,  because  the  restrictions  on  size 
rendered  it  impossible  to  install  steam  engines  of  sufficient 
power. 

The  scheme  for  tunneling  the  English  Channel  has  again 
been  defeated  by  the  strong  military  and  political  considera- 
tions which,  for  a  period  of  thirty  years,  have  effectually  de- 
layed the  construction  of  this  much-mooted  work.  .Meanwhile 
the  Calais-Dover  crossing,  in  spite-  of  the  improved  channel 
steamers  which  have  been  placed  on  the  route  during  the  past 
few  years,  continues  to  be  a  source  of  no  little  discomfort  to 
passengers  to  and  from  the  Continent.  The  swift  tides  and 
heavy  winds  which  prevail  kick  up  a  nasty  cross  sea,  which  is 
trying  to  any  but  the  most  seasoned  traveler.  There  is  now 
some  probability  that  the  problem  will  be  solved  by  insti- 
tuting a  service  of  large  train  ferries,  of  the  kind  which  have 
been  doing  such  excellent  service  for  many  years  in  the  United 
States.  These  ferries  are  large  and  powerful  vessels  of  steel 
construction,  which  are  capable  of  taking  a  whole  train  of  cars 
at  one  load  and  transporting  them  from  rail  to  rail  without 
necessitating  any  change  of  cars  or  any  disturbance  whatever 
(if  the  passengers. 

The  famous  Druce  case,  in  which  a  startling  story  of  a 
bogus  funeral  figured  prominently,  practically  came  to  an 
end  when  it  was  learned  that  the  coffin  of  Thomas  Druce  con- 
tained a  corpse  instead  of  200  pounds  of  metal,  as  claimed  by 
Robert  Caldwell  of  New  York.  Thus  the  hope  of  George 
Holamby  Druce  to  get  possession  of  the  estate  of  the  dukedom 
of  Portland  is  practically  wrecked  and  the  charge  of  perjury 
against  Herbert  Druce,  son  of  the  elder  Druce  by  a  second 
marriage,  is  wiped  out. 


The  death  has  occurred  of  Captain  Alexander  Tweedale, 
late  of  the  First  Bombay  Lancers,  in  his  102d  year. 

There  are  now  3,800  women  employed  in  medical  work  and 
nursing  in  Great  Britain. 

Manchester,  England,  has  decided  to  place  the  city's  war 
memorial  in  St.  Ann's  square,  the  alternative  site  under  con- 
sideration being  Albert  square. 

The  Trans-Canada  Railway  Company  is  asking  for  legis- 
lation granting  an  extension  of  time  in  which  to  begin  opera- 
tions. 

The  German  steamer  Use  is  to  be  the  first  vessel  of  the  new 
line  just  established  by  private  firms  of  British  Columbia 
and  Mexico  to  connect  Vancouver  and  Victoria  with  Mazatlan 
and  other  points  of  Mexico. 

Captain  H.  E.  Morris  of  Gravensend  has  just  returned  to 
England  after  completing  the  remarkable  feat  of  sailing  in  an 
ordinary  Thames  barge  from  London  to  Para,  South  America. 
The  performance  is  unique  in  navigation.  The  distance,  which 
is  4,320  nautical  miles,  was  covered  in  fifty-six  days. 

According  to  the  London  "Globe"  the  last  surviving  person 
who  had  a  speaking  acquaintance  with  Lord  Byron  died  a  few- 
weeks  ago  in  Sydney,  Australia.  She  was  98  years  old,  the 
widow  of  a  British  army  officer  and  colonial  official,  but  a 
native  of  Greece. 

The  deep  sea  fishermen  of  the  Maritime  Provinces  received 
$159,015  as  bounties  for  their  catches  of  fish  during  the  past 
year.  More  than  three-fifths  of  this  amount  was  paid  to  boat 
fishermen,  of  w  hom  there  were  20,871  in  the  Provinces  during 
the  season. 

Alfred  Praga,  who  is  the  latest?  artist  to  receive  sittings 
from  King  Edward,  is  best  known  as  the  president  of  the 
Society  of  Miniaturists,  says  "M.  A.  P."  In  fact,  he  was  the 
founder  of  the  society,  and  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  ablest 
living  exponents  of  the  delicate  art. 

Another  of  the  famous  old  buildings  of  London  that  will 
disappear  soon  is  Crosby  Mall,  in  Bishopsgate  street,  which 
has  been  sold  to  a  syndicate  and  will  shortly  be  pulled  down 
to  make  room  for  a  bank.  It  was  long  the  residence"  of  Lord 
Mayors  of  London,  ami  Queen  Elizabeth  once  presided  there 
over  a  famous  feast. 

The  Welsh  Wesleyan  body  have  sustained  a  great  loss  in 
the  death  of  the  Rev.  Owen  W  illiams,  who  recently  died  at 
Bryn  Aber,  Carnarvon.  He  was  in  his  78th  year,  and  was 
one  of  the  oldest  ministers  in  the  service,  as  he  was  also  at 
one  time  among  the  most  powerful  preachers  on  the  Welsh 
circuits. 

Says  the  ( )ttawa  "Citizen":  By  getting  above  Hamilton 
in  population  eight  or  ten  years  ago,  Ottawa  took  fourth 
place  in  the  Dominion — Montreal,  Toronto,  Quebec,  Ottawa. 
Then,  when  (  >ttawa  w  as  steaming  along  after  Quebec,  Winni- 
peg came  with  a  rush  and  sprinted  past  both,  leaving  Ottawa 
again  fifth  in  order.  The  recent  annexation  of  suburbs  takes 
the  capital  above  Quebec  and  restores  us  to  fourth  place — 
Montreal,  Toronto,  Winnipeg,  Ottawa.  Vancouver  is  the 
•town  we  have  to  hold  dow  n  now. 

W.  A.  Griesbach,  the  "boy  mayor"  of  Western  Canada,  who 
has  just  completed  his  term  of  office  as  mayor  of  Edmonton 
for  1907,  was  paid  a  glowing  tribute  by  the  council  upon  his 
retirement  from  office  and  as  an  indication  of  their  recognition 
of  the  valuable  services  which  he  had  rendered  the  city  they 
unanimously  voted  him  a  grant  of  $500  in  addition  to  his 
regular  salary. 

Arrangements  are  now  in  progress  for  the  cutting  of  the' 
Cullinan  diamond  recently  presented  to  the  King  by  the  peo- 
ple of  the  Transvaal.    Mr.  North,  an  expert,  says  the  Culli- 
nan diamond  will  probably  cut  into  three — one  stone  of  1,000 
carats  and  two  stones  of  80  carats  each.

"WHAT  FOOLS  WE  MORTALS  BE." 

Editor  British-Californian :  I  think  it  was  Shakespeare  who 
wrote  the  immortal  expression.  "What  fools  we  mortals  be." 
And  if  he  were  living  to-day  and  wanted  to  express  himself 
similarly  lie  would  have  to  add.  somewhere  in  the  middle  of 
the  sentence,  a  couple  of  extremely  strong  adjectives  to  make 
it  sufficiently  expressive  t<>  indicate  the  present  state  of  this 
characteristic  human  weakness.  For  some  reason,  perhaps 
because  English  speaking  people  have  more  money  to  fool 
with  than  have  those  of  other  nations,  they  are  the  biggest 
fools  on  earth,  and  according  to  liarnum  we  are  the  worst  fools 
of  all:  in  other  words,  we  are  the  most  gullible.  Colossal  for- 
tunes are  made  by  those  who  trade  upon  our  credulity,  and 
then  we  point  to  these  amazing  accumulations  of  wealth  with 
a  feeling  of  senseless  pride,  just  as  though  it  added  so  much 
to  our  national  glory,  when  in  reality  it  adds  little  less  than 
so  much  to  our  national  shame.  Let  us  begin  a  review  of 
some  of  our  follies  by  just  mentioning  the  breakfast  food  fad. 
Since  the  present  era  of  humbugging  started,  the  good,  old- 
fashioned  oatmeal  has  been  supplanted  by  a  hundred  or  more 
kinds  of  so-called  breakfast  foods,  and  known  by  as  many 
different  names;  not  one  of  which  in  any  sense  compares  with 
common  oatmeal,  but  which  is  sold  to  the  foolish  masses  at 
from  two  to  four  times  the  price.  It  has  recently  been  proved 
that  one  of  the  best  sellers  of  these  worthless  preparations  is 
made  almost  wholly  of  corncobs.  Nevertheless,  if  the  manu- 
facturers of  this  brand  should  never  sell  another  package,  they 
have  accomplished  their  object,  and  can  live  in  opulence 
created  on  the  altar  of  human  ignorance  and  credulity.  Ten 
cents  worth  of  oatmeal,  such  as  has  been  known  to  the  world 
for  centuries,  has  more  of  the  life  and  health-giving  qualities 
than  has  a  dozen  packages  of  the  rubbish  composed  of  hulls, 
bran  and  corncobs. 

Following  in  the  same  train  comes  the  different  nostrums 
to  take  the  place  of  coffee,  the  best  among  them  being  but  a 
poor  quality  of  wheat — browned  and  treated  to  a  little  cheap 
molasses.  To  my  knowledge,  the  man  who  conceived  this 
means  of  living  by  his  wits,  started  in  penury  but  a  few  years 
ago.  He  is  now  possessed  of  millions,  and  the  ignorant  multi- 
tudes arc  paying  tribute  to  his  business  craftiness  to  the  ex- 
tent of  a  net  income  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  a  year. 
1  have  often  heard  the  heads  of  families  say  at  the  table: 
"We  have  discarded  the  use  of  coffee,  and  we  now  drink 
Postum  Cereal,"  and  say  it.  too,  as  if  it  was  an  evidence  of 
intellectual  superiority  to  have  known  enough  to  make  the 
change.  If.  for  the  sake  of  economy  or  for  health,  you  do  not 
wish  to  use  coffee,  purchase  a  peck  of  wheat  from  the  farmer, 
or  the  miller,  brown  and  use  it  the  same  as  green  coffee,  and 
vou  will  have  a  beverage  for  the  table  both  pleasant  and 
healthful,  and  highly  economical. 

Among  the  patent  medicines  put  on  the  market  during  the 
last  forty  vears  the  most  worthless  have  yielded  the  greatest^ 
fortunes.  And  some  that  are  possessed  of  but  one  virtue, 
and  that  an  evil  one.  have  brought  for  their  owners  fortunes 
of  colossal  magnitude.  It  h  is  alwavs  been  singular  to  me  why 
men.  wanting  an  intoxicant,  should  pay  one  dollar  tor  twenty 
cents  worth  of  whisky,  as  found  in  some  of  the  pint  bottles 
labeled  and  sold  as  medicine.  Surely  it  would  be  cheaper  to 
buy  the  pure  stuff. 

While  many  of  our  sharpers,  the  world  over,  devise  means 
of  preying  upon  the  human  stomach,  we  have  others,  equally 
successful,  who  prey  upon  the  human  mind.  And  here  again. 
English  speaking  people  are  the  most  susceptible  to  this  Form 
of  dupery.  Take  the  cases  of  Dow  ie.  and  the  different  sects 
of  holy  rollers,  holy  jumpers,  and  others,  and  see  the  financial 
success  that  has  crowned  the  leadership  of  these  various 
clown-like  religious  movements.  Here,  while  the  preachers 
of  the  plain  and  common  religion  to  a  great  extent  are  living 
on  the  verge  of  poverty,  the  leaders  and  movers  of  these  newly 
created  religious  organizations  are  revelling  in  riches — the 
result  of  their  own  cupidity  as  pitted  against  the  follies  and 
weakness  of  poor  human  nature.  In  addition  to  all  other 
dupes,  we  have  the  dupe  who  figures  as  the  victim  to  the 
common  land  shark.  Men  who  listen  to  the  wily  tales  of  the 
villains  who  have  mining,  and  other  similar  stocks,  for  sale, 
and  who  part  with  their  hard  earnings  for  a  few  papers  orna- 
mentally printed,  but  as  worthless  as  if  the  contents  conveyed 
to  the  owner  a  partnership  with  the  man  in  the  moon  in  the 
affairs  of  that  satellite. 

A  few  vears  ago  I  wrote  thoughtfully  and  feelingly  on  this 
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latter  stlbject,  and  although  I  did  so,  even  some  of  those  who 
complimented  me  for  the  little  effort,  were  among  the  first 
to  sacrifice  their  life  savings  to  the  demons  who  held  out 
promises  of  rich  returns,  yielding  to  the  wiles  of  men  whose 
conduct  was  many  times  worse  than  that  of  a  midnight  rob- 
ber. There  are  cases,  no  doubt,  when  the  person  acting  as 
agent  is  unaware  of  the  fraud  that  is  being  perpetrated,  hut 
invariably  they  do  know  that  the  whole  plan  is  one  of  de- 
liberate stealing,  and  in  such  cases  the  perpetrator,  especially 
when  using  the  influence  which  attaches  to  friendship,  is  guilty 
of  a  crime  hut  one  degree  inferior  to  that  of  murder.

LONDON'S  DREAM  CITY. 

The  following  account  of  a  new  amusement  enterprise  lor 
London  is  sent  by  Mrs.  (i.  Appleby  to  her  sister.  Mrs.  M .  A. 
('order,  of  San  Francisco: 

London  is  to  have  a  "Dream  City" — a  permanent  amuse- 
ment park  wherein  all  may  revel  in  delights  which  even  Coney 
Island — beloved  of  the  New  Yorker — will  have  hard  work  to 
surpass. 

The  site  of  this  entertainment  colony  is  in  liattersea.  Fif- 
teen acres  of  ground,  formerly  taken  up  by  the  Metropolitan 
Water  Hoard's  filter  beds  and  reservoirs,  have  been  secured 
on  a  twenty-one  years'  lease  by  a  British-American  enterprise. 

Xext  Mav  is  to  witness  the  opening  of  this  English  Coney 
Island,  which  is  but  three-quarters  of  a  mile  from  Victoria 
Station,  and  easily  accessible  from  all  parts. 

A  landmark  will  be  a  tower  300  feet  high,  to  be  illuminated 
by  over  10.000  electric  lamps.  Fronting  the  river  will  be  a  cafe- 
restaurant  200  feet  long  with  a  terrace  40  feet  wide.  Mere 
visitors  will  be  able  to  partake  of  tea  to  the  accompaniment  ol 
music  played  by  regimental  bands. 

Open  air  attractions  will,  of  course,  be  endless.  Rooi  gar- 
dens, ornamental  grounds  and  lakes,  beautiful  walks  and 
terraces,  an  exhibition  palace  and  theatre,  will  be  among  the 
principal  features  of  this  city  of  amusement. 

Beauty  and  brightness,  mirth  and  music  everywhere,  is  the 
aim  of  the  city's  founders,  and  a  blaze  of  100,000  electric  lamps 
will  dispel  any  gloom  that  our  variable  climate  may  try  to 
foist  upon  us.  But  it  is  in  the  matter  of  amusement  that 
Dream  City  means  to  excel. 

A  large  exhibition  building,  given  up  to  different  exhibits 
from  time  to  time,  is  to  be  erected,  and  there  will  be  a  dancing 
hall.  One  of  the  most  attractive  features  will  be  the  sub- 
marines, in  which  visitors  will  be  able  to  descend  with  perfect 
safety  into  the  lakes. 

Dream  city  will  be  approachable  by  water  as  well  as  land, 
for  a  pier  is  to  be  erected  so  that  river  steamers  may  disem- 
bark their  passengers. 

Outside  the  main  building  one-half  of  the  grounds  remain- 
ing1 will  be  laid  out  so  as  to  represent  miniature  gardens  of  the 
different  countries  of  the  world.  The  other  half  will  be 
monopolized  by  amusement  enterprises.

THE  ENGLISH  PARCEL  POST  SYSTEM. 

The  United  States  Consul  at  Nottingham.  England,  F.  W. 
Mahin,  speaks  of  the  English  parcel  post  system  as  follows: 

"There  are  no  carrying  companies  in  England  like  the  ex- 
press companies  of  the  United  States,  but  the  British  post- 
office  and  railroads  perform  the  same  kind  of  service.  The 
postoffice  carries  parcels  not  exceeding  11  pounds  in  weight. 
The  charge  is  6  cents  for  1  pound  or  less,  and  a  gradual  in- 
crease up  to  22  cents  For  11  pounds.  The  size  is  limited  to 
3  feet  (»  inches  in  length,  but  may  be  any  width,  except  that 
length  and  girth  combined  must  not  exceed  6  feet. 

"The  postoffice  pays  $9.73  compensation  for  loss  of  a  parcel, 
except  one  containing  money  or  jew  elry.  But  compensation 
for  every  parcel  can  be  secured  by  registration.  The  ordinary 
registry  fee  of  4  cents  secures  $24.33  compensation ;  a  fee  of 
6  cents  secures  $97.33:  8  cents.  $194.66,  and  so  on  up  to  the 
maximum  compensation  of  $1  94:>.o(),  by  the  payment  of  44 
cents. 

"The  British  railways  carry  on  passenger  trains  parcels  of 
any  size,  shape  or  weight,  the  only  limitation  being  that  they 
must  be  of  such  size  and  weight  as  to  go  into  the  guard's 
van,  w  hich  is  like  an  American  express  or  baggage  car,  though 
smaller.  The  charge  for  any  distance  within  the  kingdom  is 
8  cents  for  2  pounds  or  less,  and  10  cents  for  3  pounds.  Above 
that  weight  the  rate  increases  gradually  up  to  24  pounds, 
varying  with  distance.  For  24  pounds,  not  exceeding  30 
miles  distance,  the  charge  is  12  cents,  gradually  increasing 
to  48  cents  for  distances  above  100  miles.  The  charges  in- 
clude both  collection  and  delivery  from  and  to  residences  or 
business  places."

THE  BRITISH-CALIFORNIAN. 


LABOR  IN  NEW  ZEALAND. 

Editor  British-Californian  :  I  have  read  with  much  inter- 
est the  San  Francisco  Chronicle's  article  on  Compulsory  Ar- 
bitration, and  particularly  the  editors  references  to  the  New 
Zealand  law,  which  he  finds  to  he  unsatisfactory.  W  hile  the 
Chronicle  article  states  much  that  is  correct,  the  paragraph 
which  I  return  marked  is  full  of  subtle  sophistry. 

To  read  it  one  would  judge  that  the  Arbitration  Act  of 
New  Zealand  could  compel  men  to  employ  or  to  work.  There 
is  no  denying  the  fact  that  such  is  the  inference  to  be  drawn 
from  carefully  reading  the  paragraph.  In  this  respect  it  is 
deliberately  misleading.  The  Act  neither  compels  men  to 
work  or  to  employ.  But  if  a  man  chooses  to  work  he  must 
be  paid  a  certain  remuneration;  or  if  a  man  chooses  to  em- 
ploy he  must  pay  a  certain  wage  for  certain  work.  The 
"legally  enforced  continuance  of  work"  applies  not  to  indi- 
viduals working  or  employing,  but  to  the  acts  of  these  indi- 
viduals in  so  far  as  they  relate  U>  a  "conspiracy"  or  a  "strike." 
For  instance,  the  unions  have  received  recognition  in  law 
and  it  is  compulsory  for  an  employer  to  give  preference  to  a 
unionist.  If  lie  desires  a  man  he  must  employ  a  unionist  if 
one  be  idle,  and  on  the  books  as  awaiting  employment,  in 
preference  to  a  non-unionist.  Having  conceded  so  much  t<> 
unions,  the  employer  must  likewise  be  protected.  Put  in 
general  terms,  the  employer  is  protected  by  it  being  made 
an  offense  for  the  members  of  a  union  as  such,  to  act  in  con- 
cert to  leave  their  employment  by  "striking."  The  individual 
member  of  a  union,  if  not  satisfied,  can  be  paid  off  when  he 
desires.  lie  is  not  compelled  to  work.  In  the  late  strike  the 
Slaughtermen's  Union  took  the  ground  that  they  had  not 
struck,  but  not  being  satisfied  with  conditions  had  simply  left 
their  employment,  as  an  individual  might.  In  the  case  where 
the  agreement  had  been  signed  by  both  parties,  it  was  held 
that  a  strike  had  been  committed  and  each  man  was  fined  £5. 
The  strike  extended  to  several  companies  and  with  some  of 
these,  technical  defects  in  agreements  saved  the  employees 
from  being  fined.  The  point  of  the  matter  seems  to  be  that 
the  unions  having  received  recognition  as  such  in  law.  and 
with  such  recognition,  certain  favors  are  thus  amenable  to 
the  law  and  are  debarred  in  turn  from  doing  certain  things, 
such  as  striking:  and  that  if  the  members  of  such  union,  en- 
joying such  lawful  favors  as  a  union,  do  strike,  they  are  in- 
dividually liable  to  certain  penalties. 

There  is  no  "union  ban"  here  such  as  the  Chronicle  indi- 
cates. It  existed  in  the  old  strike  days,  the  same  as  in  Amer- 
ica today.  The  unions  don't  trouble  themselves  about  the 
"union  ban."  They  are  at  present  devoting  all  their  energies 
to  legislation  and  fresh  demands.  There  is  no  boycott  or  bans, 
since  it  is  not  the  employer  they  run  up  against,  but  the  law  of 
the  country.  This  position  is  clearly  shown  by  the  fact  that 
the  government,  (their  own  Liberal  government,  too)  prose- 
cuted the  slaughter  house  strikers,  and  as  soon  as  the  strike 
collapsed,  the  boards  were  full  of  union  men  at  once.

THE  FUNERAL  OF  ROBERT  BURNS. 

The  following  account  is  taken  from  the  Dumfries  Journal 
of  Tuesday,  July  26,  1796 : 

"To  suit  these  arrangements  the  coffined  remains  of  the 
poet  were  removed  from  his  house  to  the  Tow  n  Hall  on  the 
evening  of  Sunday,  July  24,  1796,  and  at  12  o'clock  noon  of  the 
following  day  the  funeral  cortege  moved  in  the  direction  of 
his  last  resting  place  in  St.  Michael's  churchyard.  The  streets 
were  lined  by  the  military,  and  the  great  bells  of  the  churches 
tolled  at  intervals,  as  the  procession  passed  on,  headed  by  a 
firing  party  of  twenty  members  of  the  poet's  own  company 
of  volunteers  in  full  uniform,  and  arms  reversed.  The  bier 
was  surrounded  and  supported  by  members  of  the  same  com- 
pany, each  wearing  crape  on  the  left  arm  ;  and  that  was 
immediately  followed  by  relatives  of  the  deceased  and  chief 
inhabitants  of  town  and  country.  After  these  came  the  re- 
mainder of  the  volunteers,  followed  by  a  military  guard — ■ 
the  whole  procession  moving  in  slow  time  to  the  solemn 
music  of  the  "Dead  March  in  Saul."  Arrived  at  the  church- 
yard gate,  the  firing  party,  according  to  the  rules  of  that 
exercise,  formed  twp  lines,  and  leaned  their  heads  on  their 
firelocks,  which  were  pointed  to  the  ground.  Through  this 
space  the  coffin  was  borne  forward  to  the  grave,  and  solemnly 
deposited  in  the  earth.  The  party  then  drew  up  alongside 
of  it  and  fired  the  farewell  salute  of  three  volleys  over  the' 


body  of  their  sleeping  comrade.  Thus  closed  a  ceremony 
which  presented  a  solemn,  grand  and  affecting  spectacle,  ac- 
cording well  with  the  general  sorrow  and  regret  for  the  loss 
of  a  man  whose  like  we  can  scarce  see  ayain." 


Ernest  Thompson-Seton,  the  eminent  author  and  naturalist, 
was  born  at  South  Shields,  England,  on  August  14,  1860.  lie 
made  his  home  in  the  backwoods  of  Canada  for  some  years, 
and  it  was  during  this  period  of  his  life  that  Mr.  Seton  gained 
that  marvelous  familiarity  with  many  kinds  of  wild  life  that 
has  made  his  writings  of  wild  life  so  much  sought.  lie  next 
moved  into  the  prairie  country  of  the  middle  western  section 
of  the  United  States,  where  he  remained  ■  from  1882  to  1887. 
He  graduated  at  the  Royal  Academy  of  London,  but  most  of 
his  education  he  gathered  not  out  of  books  but  directly  from 
studying  nature  in  the  wilds.  Mr.  Seton  married  .Miss  Grace 
Gallatin  of  San  Francisco  in  1896.  He  studied  art  in  Paris 
from  1890  until  1896.
